RcnsiAH  Sables.  —The  most  fashion a- 
l,le  of  an  for*  is  tbe  Ratfinn  Skble— the 
akin  of  the  Muatclu  zibelin*.  which  in 
abont  three  or  four  times  a*  long  aa  the 
common  wesiel,  to  which  family  it  be¬ 
long*.  A  choice  akin  of  the  sea  otter  or 
tb»  black  fox  may  command  a  higher 
pride  than  one  of  the  Russian  s-ihle,  but 
the  cost  of  l  itter  will  be  relatively  grest- 
rron  account  of  it*  smaller  size-  The 
fur  of  the  Russian  Suble  is  brown  in  Sum- 
mer,  with  some  gray  spots  on  the  head, 
and  distinguished  from  all  other  furs  by 
the  hairs  turning  and  lying  equally  well 
in  any  direction.  In  Winter -when  the 
animal  is  usaally  taken,,  the  color  of  the 
fur  is  a  beautiful  black  The  darkest 
akin*  are  the  most  valuable.  1,8  1  *  * 
oral  coudition  the  fur  has  a  bloomy  ap¬ 
pearance.  but  dyed  sables  generly  lose 
their  gloss  aud  the  hairs  become  tainted 
cr»ped.  Sometimes  *kin»  »rc 
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reravinj?  on  wcxxl  by  thw  meatus, 
ami  an  apparatus  for  taking  pho¬ 
tographs  at  night,  both  of  theae  of 
foreign  origin .  In  the  lir«t  named, 
the  block  of  wood  ia  <»vered  at 
the  outset  with  a  layer  of  gelatine 
bv  mean*  of  a  aoft  brush,  and  when 
this  coating  is  dry.  it  is  covered  in 
the  dark,  with  a  solution  of  suita¬ 
ble  proportions,  of  red  prnssiate  Of 
iKitaah,  ammonia — citrate  of  iron, 
and  water,  these  »>eing  mixed  and 
filtered,  and  the  mixture  kept  in 
the  dark.  Ben  the  layer  is  dry  it 
is  exjK>sed  under  a  negative  for 
ten  to  twelve  minutes,  and  washed 
with  a  soft  sponge,  when  a  blue 
image  appears,  and,  prepared  in 
this  way,  the  coating  does  not  shell 
off  under  the  graver.  In  regard  to 
taking  photographs  at  night,  it  has 
been  fouud  that  if  bisulphide  of 
carbon  is  burned  with  peroxide  ol 
nitrogen,  the  light  produced  in  tins 
way  all  act  on  photographic  paper 
in  the  same  manner  as  sunlight, 
and  with,  of  course,  the  same  ar¬ 
tistic  effect.  According  to  the  ar¬ 
rangement  for  insuring  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  this  process,  the  bisulphide 
of  carbon  is  placed  in  a  lamp  suita¬ 
ble  constructed,  and  the  peroxide 
of  nitrogen  being  carried  into  the 
flame,  completes  the  combustion.

milliners  in  Loudon,  their  deutination 
evidently  being  to  ornament  the  hats  and 
bonnets  of  Bcigmriau  ladies.
